Major  Maclean's Condeſcendence. 


Imo, HET HER or not Captain Campbell did 
N \ actually receive the benefit of ſeventy men to 
his company from-the ſubaltern officers there- 
to appointed? | 
Anſwer. Captain Campbell did not get ſeventy men, having 
not occaſion for ſo many; as the ſubalterns among them were 
only obliged to make ſixty- ſix men; and Captain Campbell was 
not ſo far deficient as to want ſeventy. However, it is fact, that 
Captain Campbells company was completed, in conſequence of 
the Major's having nominated ſubalterns for him; that is to ſay, 
that Captain Campbell having furniſhed a certain number as 
his own quota, and obliged to pay for deficients, his company 
was completed to ninety- ſix effective, which was the eſtabliſh- 
ment, either by the Major, in name of the ſubalterns whom he 
had appointed, or from the ſupernumeraries, by officers of the 
regiment in general, for which they received ten guineas per 
man. 5 

2do, Whether or not Captain Campbell was put to any fur- 
ther expence in raiſing his company than contributing the re- 

mainder of his complement? 
Anſwer. Captain Campbell does not know any other ex-

pence he, or any other captain in the regiment, was, or could 
be put to, except the expence of levying his complement, or 


paying deficiencies. 7; 


Towards the end of the condeſcendence Major 


Maclean adduces two other facts. 


Imo, That there was actually produced in the field, at the 


review upon the 29th March 1762, the full number of ſixty- 
nine or ſeventy men to that gentleman's company, without any 
expence whatever to himſelf. 
Anſwer. Captain Campbell obviated this in his anſwer to 
art. 2. above, by owning that his company was completed; 
but denying that number to be neceſſaty, as will appear by his 
anſwer to the fact next ſtated. | 
 2do, That Captain Campbell raiſed the remainder of his com- 
pany, conſiſting either of thirty or thirty-one private ; and that 
by producing twenty-ſix in the field, and giving his bill to the 
paymaſter for four deficient, which remains unpaid to this mo- 
ment. This was the neat prime coſt of his company, &e. 
Anſwer. Captain Campbell underſtands not what the Major 
means by averring, That Captain Campbell produced no more 
than twenty-ſix men in the field. Captain Campbell, to the 
beſt of his remembrance, produced either thirty-ſix or forty, 


but is not poſitive ; and believes that the atteſtations are ſtill re- 


maining, and could be got if neceſſary. However, as this point 
ſeems not worth litigating, ſhall drop it, as Captain Campbell 
owns his company was completed in conſequence of the Ma- 
jor's appointing ſubalterns for him; and the number furniſhed 
on either fide is of no conſequence to the cauſe. However, as 
the Major ſeems fond of this topic, in order to make the world 


believe that Captain Campbell was ſupinely negligent, or that 
he got his company for nothing, the Captain begs leave to aver, 


that his company coſt him L. 450 Sterling, beſides what he is

charged by the Major, which is ſurely cheap, but yet is ſome- 


thing. beds} | 

The principal point the Major ſeems to labour, is the proving 
that Capt. Campbell had the nomination of his own ſubalterns ; 
and it ſurely is the point upon which their diſpute principally 
turns: For it is an eſtabliſhed maxim with him, that the advan- 
tage of nominating ſubalterns by a captain, balances the pro- 
fit which might ariſe from a ſhare 1n the recruiting fund. This 
advantage he ſhall enjoy, for Capt, Campbell refuſes that he 
(Capt. Campbell) nominated any ſubalterns for his own compa- 
ny ; and begs leave to narrate, truly and briefly, the following 
facts, in the ſame order as they happened. 8 5 5 

By Lord Breadalbane's intereſt, Capt. Campbell was nominated 
to a company; by the ſame intereſt three other gentlemen were 
recommended to ſubalterns places in the new levies. His Lord- 
ſhip ſays, in one of his letters, © I recommended them to no 
particular regiment or company.” 

It is ſaid, and perhaps with probability, that Mr Townſhend, - 
then ſecretary at war, claſſed the captain and three ſubalterns, as 
being of the ſame nobleman's recommendation, in the ſame com- 
pany. This ſurely cannot with any ſort of propriety be called 
Capt. Campbell's nomination; nor can it be a juſt reaſon for 

excluding this company from enjoying the benei# of the fund 
appropriated by his Majeſty for levying the regiment. One of 
theſe ſubalterns accepted of a commiſſion in Col. Græme's re- 
giment, preferably to Major Maclean's; another of them the 
Major wculd not admit as an officer into his regiment, for which 
he was obliged to indemnify him afterwards : the third gentle- 
man remained in Capt. Campbell's company. Capt. Campbell, 
at his firſt interview with the Major, on his arrival from Lon- 
don after his obtaining a regiment, ſaw in the Major's cuſtody, 
a copy of the ſecretary at war's inſtructions, which ſeemed to 
him ſo plain, at that time, as to his being intitled to a ſhare 
of the regimental fund, that he ſet about recruiting hona fide. 
Major Maclean having rejected one of the officers appointed for 
Captain

Captain Campbell's company, and another going into Colonel 
Græme's corps, propoſed to the Captain, that he would appoint. 
two others in their place, who would make their quota of men, 

Captain Campbell was quite paſſive, as thinking he had no- 
thing to do with the matter; and intended not to meddle further 
than making his own complement. Captain Campbell's com- 
pany was completed. either by thoſe ſubalterns nominated by 
the Major, or by recruits belonging to ſome of. thoſe captains, 
who are ſaid to have been at ſo great expence in completing the 
regiment ; but ſhould with more truth be rather ſaid to be great 
gainers, -by receiving ten guineas per man, for ſubjects they got 
tor a great deal leſs. 
Major Maclean alledges, That he propoſed referring certain 
facts to Captain Campbell's oath, and received evaſive anſwers. 
It was never from Captain Campbell, as it was never propoſed 
to him ; for Captain Campbell always gave, as he now does, an- 
uniform account; namely, That he did not appoint any ſubaltern 
for his own company; nor can he charge himſelf with faying the 
contrary. in preſence of Mr Walter Roſs, as he is conſcious he 
never thought ſo.. As to the charge of concealing the truth, in 
order to.prolong the proceſs, Captain Campbel diſclaims having 
any hand in ſuch practices, nor does he. believe any concerned: 
had ; at the fame time cannot help remarking, that the Ma- 
jor has taken a new method of propping his cauſe, by throw- 
ing out falſe, illiberal, ſcurrilous inſinuations againſt Captain 
Campbell, {which ſhall be difproved in due time), and which. 
by no means further his cauſe. _ 3 

In fine, not to multiply words to perplex the court, Captain 
Campbell avers, That he did not nominate his own ſubalterns, 
nor gave any commiſſion to Major Maclean to do ſo, except as 


above narrated, and is ready to confirm the facts above narrated 
by oath if required. R
